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Interview Summary 

1. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection over US 6,878,717 was 
discussed. Counselor pointed out In re Kaplan et al. 229 USPQ 678. Examiner Indicated 
that issues in Kaplan were different as one trained in the art would have to read the 
specification, as pointed by the Court, to arrive at the mixture of solvents. Whereas in 
the instant case, the species claimed are enabled in The US Patent 6,878,717 and 
shown to have the same utility. Thus, one trained in the art would be able to practice the 
invention based on explicit teaching of the US patent. 

2. Examiner also explained, on request by Counselor as to why claims 27-31 are 
duplicate claims, that a compound recited by its name is same as recited by its formula 
or structure. 

3. The enablement issue as it pertains to N-oxide was also discussed. Examiner 
pointed out the N-oxide species is not enabled in the specification. 

4. Scope of daim 48, which is outside the scope of the invention examined, was 
also discussed.
